GROWING PERENNIALS 


The soil should be well worked in specially pre- 
prepared beds 2’ to 24%’ deep with good drainage. 
Plant food and vlenty of humus are necessary in- 
gredients for successful perennial flower growing. 
Most perennials respond best if planted in a sunny 
location. 

The average planting distance for perennials is 
1 foot apart. Vigorous growers like peonies and mal- 
lows require as much as 3 feet. 

Iris should be planted with the roots below the 
surface of the ground and the rhizome just on the 
surface. 

Peonies should be planted with the tips of the buds 
just below the surface of the ground (about 1”). 
Peonies will not bloom well if planted too deeply or 
if deprived of ample plant food. 

Plants, on which the leaves spring from a crown, 
should be planted with this crown just at the dirt 
ine; 

Plants with a fleshy root such as_ Hollyhocks, 
should be planted with the tap root straight down 
and the bud just below the surface of the dirt. In 
all planting, spread the roots out naturally and do 
not crowd. Bring the soil in contact with all roots 
and press firmly. Water thoroughly.
